REMARKS 


Claims 2-8, 11-19, 21-27, 33-37 and 41 are pending in the application. 

Claims 2-8, 11-19, 21-27, 32-37 and 41 are objected to. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e). 

Claims 9 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a). 

Claims 2, 4, 7, 8, 1 1, 12, 14, 17, 19, 21, 23, 26, 27, 32, 34, 35, 37 and 41 are amended. 
Claims 1, 9 and 20 are cancelled. 

Applicants request reconsideration and allowance of the claims in light of the above 
amendments and following remarks. 


Applicants appreciate the indication of allowable subject matter in claims 2-8, 1 1-19, 21- 
27, 32-37 and 41. 

Applicants hereby cancel claims 1, 9 and 20, rewrite claims 8, 19 and 27 in independent 
form and amend claims 2, 4, 7, 1 1, 12, 14, 17, 21, 23, 26, 32, 34, 35, 37 and 41 to variously 
depend from claims 8, 19 and 27. 

Based on the amendments described above, Applicants respectfully submit that all of the 
pending claims are in immediate condition for allowance.
